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REMARKS 

The Official Action, dated November 1, 2007, has rejected claims 1-5 and 13-17 
under 35 U.S.C. §103 as being unpatentable over WEBER et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,564,005) in view of MITCHELL et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,166,732). The cited portions 
of the applied documents discussed on pages 2 and 3 of the Official Action do not 
correspond to MITCHELL et al., but appear instead to refer to another document. 
Applicants cannot determine whether the rejection is based upon WEBER et al. in view 
of MITCHELL et al.; WEBER et al. in view of MITCHELL et al. and further in view of 
another document; or WEBER et al. in view of another document. 

On January 18, 2008, Applicants' attorney, Richard J. McGrath, telephoned the 
Examiner who issued the Official Action and requested clarification. The Examiner 
acknowledged an inconsistency in the rejection, and indicated that a new Official Action 
should be issued. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request a substitute Official 
Action and that the time to reply be reset or restarted in accordance with MPEP § 
710.06.
